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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments about sequentially 
supplying to the chamber the reactants are not commensurate in scope with the claim language. Claim 1 cites sequentially treating, not 
sequentially supplying into the chamber. The replacement drawings have not been received. Applicant's arguments overcome the claim 
objection about "norma! photoresist" since normal is defined as that part which is not a hard crust. 
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
